His Battle For Life.

appeared today. He was not at home 
and lifter learning this the stranger left. 
The incident caused so little comment 
that it was unt even mentioned to the 
chief by members of his family who 
were at home at the time.

Mrs. Shippy ami she was in the hull 
when the anarchist entered today and 
she run into another room, when the 
struggle began after calling upon her son 
to assist his father. Foley had stopped 
the chief's horse and buggy in front of 
the residence and was preparing to take 
the chief down town to his office.

This morning many leading farmers' 


from Racine and Kenosha counties met 
at the offices of Kearney, Thompson & 
Myers, for the purpose of discussing the 
question of organizing, in the .two coun- 
ties, the, object being to bring about leg- 
islation, by the passage of an net estab- 
lishing uniform system of weights per 
bushel of all ftirm products. After talk- 
ing over the matter the following circu- 
lar was drawn up and sent out, calling 
for a meeting at Wigley's hull on Satur- 
day next: 


To the Produce Growers of Racine and 


Kenosha 
Counties: The 
undersigned 


have for several weeks had under consid- 
eration the advisability of tiskin'g con- 
gress to pass an net establishing a uni- 
form system of weights per bushel of all 
farm products. 


As mutters now stand, we have no na- 


tional law lixing a uniform weight per 
bushel of farm products and the individ- 
ual'states have passed acts fixing the 
weights per bushel. This has brought 
about it variance in weights per bushel 
of the same commodity between differ- 
ent states and has led to a great deal of 
confusion. 
This 
applies 
particularly 


with reference to onions, the weight per 
bushel of onions varying in different 
states from two to nine pounds. 


Wo have been meeting with consider- 


able encouragement along this line, both 


their discourse.

Father Leo Buried. 


PATTERSON, N- J-, March 2. — Ten 


thousand persons yesterday looked their 
last upon the face of the Rev. Father 
Leo Heinrichs, 0. F. M,, at St. Bormven- 
tura monastery, iu which the priest was 
for yenrs pastor. 


The body lay in state from 2 p. m. to 


11 p. m., and during the nine hours an 
unbroken procession of mourners pass- 
ed the bier. So greut was the throng 
that a detail of fifty policemen was re- 
quired to maintain the formations of 
two lines that extended for blocks. 


In snow, sleet and ruin the parishion- 


ers stood for hours patiently waiting 
their turns. 
There was no untoward 


demonstration. 


Because of fniling health, Father Leo 


wns transferred last September to Den- 
'ver, where, at the chancel rail of St. 
Elisaibsth's church last Sunday, he was 
shot and killed by Giuseppe Alio. 


At noon the body wns borne into .the 


church proper from the rectory, where 
it had reposed since arriving here yes- 
terday morning. The, casket wns placed 
upon a raised catafalque in front of the 
main altar. 


The body was in a'white satin lined 


cuskel and was clothed in the" plain 
brown garb of the order," the feet being 
incased in sandals, while about the neck 
was a purple and gold stall. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon people be- 


gan to come in droves from the city ami 
surrounding towns to view the body. 
Streets around the monastery were soon 
choked with a mnss of", humanity. 


All creeds and nationalities were rep- 


resented, in the throng. 
All mourners 


were orderly, though the act of the as- 
sassin wns condemned and anarchy de- 
nounced.

SLUMP IN BREWERY ISSUES. 


English License Bill causes Shrinkage of 


$350,000,000. 


LONDON, March ±—Seldom has the 


promise of legislation worked such ha- 
voc with trade as has the licensing bill 
with the brewing interests. Stocks in 
all the breweries, including the foremost 
companies, went down mi Friday and 
Saturday to amazingly low rates, tuilil 
they could iiot be snld ut nny price. 


The shrinkage iu the nominal value of 


brewing properties is estimated at $2.30,- 
000,000. The stocks in the leading com- 
panies have fallen as much as ,">0 per cent 
some more than that, in two days.

are sending up a strong outcry against 
the, bill.

An unlocked for storm struck the city 


Saturday, night. It was a mixture of 
rain, sleet and fine snow.

lated pedestrians were unusually car.ef.ul' 
in picking their way home. Horses, us- 
ing 'the expression of a teamster, bad on 
their skates, and many went down, it 
being their first experience on the ice 
during the season. 


Notwithstanding the care taken, pooplo 


suffered 
many falls 
and sojne cut*, 


bruises and broken limbs resulted. 


All telephone, electric light and other 


wires were covered with n. coutiug of ice; 
limbs of trees were weighted down, and 
church spires and sides of buildings cov- 
ered, as well as posts. Some of 
the 


wires, unable to stand the weight, b»oko 
and fell, but the damage in this direc- 
tion was near so heavy as anticipated. 


Such Conditions Always Bad. 


Sleet and ice «re always bad for the 


telephone and telegraph companies, but 
investigation 
reveals that 
not 
many 


phones were knocked out uf commission. 
This was probably owing to the fact 
that practically • no wind accompanied 
the storm. Of course there was moro 
or less trouble for the load and other 
street cars, because the trolley wires' 
and tracks were covered with ice. Sleet 
cutters were placed on the trolley poles, 
in place of the regular trolley wheels, 
and cut off the ice. There was a; flash- 
ing and sputteriug frirn the wires that 
made quite an illumination and in some 
instances cars were slightly delayed. 


Steeples a Pretty Sight. 


The church steeples caught the fores 


of the story and as the rain and sleet 
struck the spires it fro/.e and formed, a 
great coating and the clock in the St. 
Luke's church was put out of commis- 
sion.

which one teaspoonful of boraeic acid 
powder is added, and it' the eyes are 
very .'ore a. few drops of camphor should 
be added to the lioracic acid solution, 


Keep this on bund and whenever your 


eyes hurt you. rest them awhile, then 
bathe freely i n this wash, and wipe 
them with a soft towel, taking care lo 
nib toward tho nose. To preserve tho 
round shape of the eyeballs; occasion-

Wisconsin Law Makes Hours of Service' 


Eight, While National Statute Calls 


for Nine—Telephone Service on the- 


Northwestern at Several Stations in 


Racine County. 


The Xorthwestem road is one of the 


few in, the country which has agreed to 
adhere to the provisions of the federal 
law under which it will be unable to al- 
low any of its operators to work over 
nine hours a day. This company did 
not apply for an extension of time as in 
the case of a large number of roads who 
had a hearing before the interstate com- 
merce commission at Washington yes- 
terday. A' dispatch from .Omaha, Neb., 
is,to'the effect that the officials of the 
Northwestern system will adhere to the 
law and engage the services of at least 
two hundred additional telegraph oper- 
ator" to care for the instruments in its 
offices. These operators will be put oft 
duty west of the Missouri river, in which 
territory the train service is to be cur- 
tailed wherever possible.. 


Operators are Scarce. • 


The roads which applied to the inter- 


state commerce commission for an ex- 
tension of time from March 4, at which 
time the federal law goes into effect, 
claim that it is impossible for them to 
comply with the law by- that time for 
the reason that competent operators'are 
scarce and they would be unable to equip 
their lines with efficient raeu, able to 
handle the business of the road. They 
also allege that the expense to be sad- 
Hied upon them by the new 'law will be 
very great and a financial hardship which 
they should not be subjected to. They 
state that if they are forced to live up 
to the law they will find it neccssrry to 
cut. many small stations, thus interfer- 
ing with their service and inconvenienc- 
ing the traveling and shipping public. 


Northwestern on State Law. 


\VhiIe the federal.law is declared to be 


too 
drastic, the Wisconsin state law 


which went into effect on Jan. 1 of this 
ve»r, is cvon more so, according to the 
railway officials. In this state the op- 
erators who -arc entrusted with the dis- 
•patching of trains are not allowed to 
work over eight hours a day. The North- 
western company, it was reported this 
morning, would equip its lines in this 
state with telephones and in that way 
get around the provisions of the state 
aw regarding the hours of work. This 
s denied by officials of the company who 
have been interviewed in the matter, as 
.hey do not place enough confidence in 
the telephone service when it comes to 
the dispatching of trains. 


Some Telephones in Use. 


Since the first of the year there have 


>cen a number of stations which have 
)cen equipped with telephones. At the 
>re»ent time there is complete telephone 
sen-ice between Kcnosha and South Mil- 
waukee. At Berryville there was for- 
merly an operator at work twelve hours 
a day. This was true of Ivcs and Cal- 
rollville, north-of the city. Xow tele- 
phones are in use, and the telegraph in- 
itruments arc dead, not being in use for 
the purpose of dispatching trains as for- 
merly. In Kcnosha, Racine, Milwaukee 
and other large cities the operators arc 
working but eight hours a day, in ac- 
cordance with the law. At the small 
stations the old operators are working 
twelve hours a day, but have nothing to 
do with the telegraph instruments ex- 
cept for the transmission of commercial 
messages.

But Life Savers Will Receive Au Increase 


of Pay—House Committee Takes the 


Atcve Action. 


It is to be regretted that life savers 


on the great lakes, including Racine, are 
not to be given the boon of pay through- 
out the winter months, according to a 
provision in tbe bill which was voted out 
by the house committee at Washington. 


"Representatives say that they tried to 
secure a provision for pay throughout 
the year, but the committee decided that 
this" would open the door wide, as life 
savers along the Atlantic coast arc also 
laid off part of each yenr. 


The bill carries an increase of $5 per 


month for the first sorfmcn, subsistence 
allowance of about 30 i-cnt« per day for 
other surfmen nnd mi increase of $200 
per year for supcrintendcntx. The pro- 
posed pension feature was eliminated.

Canadian Trade. 


The Financier: 
The total trade ex- 


ports and imports of Canada, for the 
twelve months .'of 1907j amounted to 
646'/+ million dollars, made up of 272 
4-5 millions imports, 238 millions ex- 
ports, and 33 2-5 millions of foreign ex- 
ports. Estimating the population of the 
Dominion at six million people, this 
shows a per capita international trade 
of $1.07, which compares with a per 
capita international trade of.'less than 
$40 for the United States. Our neigh--. 
bors, as a matter of fact, are among the 
heaviest traders in thc world, consider- 
ing population. If the trade of thc Uni- 
ted States per capita was as heavy aa 
that of Canada, our international "figures 
at the close of any year would show 
something like 8,500 millions of imports 
and exports combined. 
Of course, the 


exports of the Dominion arc made up 
largely of agricultural staples, which 
Canad'a is unable to consume, and thc 
imports on thc other hand are com 
posed of necessities which Canada his 
not yrt begun to manufacture. Tht de- 


lopmcnt of the northwestern wheat 


territory in Canada accounts for the 
tieavv outward and inward shipments. 
The "fact that Canada is, after one or 
two of thc great foreign nations of Eu- 
rope, thc heaviest purchaser of our 
goods is not generally appreciated. Last 
vear thc Dominion imported from to* 
United States £22 1-3 millions, or ovor 
two-thirds of her total imports, front 
th.fi L'nited States, while she exported to 
thc United States 92'/z million dollar* 
worth of commodities. To put the mat- 
ter in another way. the total balance in 
favor of thc United States, so far a* 
Canada was concerned., amounted last 
vcai- to nearly 130 millions of dollars. 


It is safe to say that the future will 


reveal very much larger figures, 'botli 
import and export, as between the uni- 
ted States and Canada, and it is high 
time that some attention was being paid 
to a general tariff policy, which wil! in- 
sure for this country a retention of 
what iu a few years will be one of tbe 
richest trade impossibilities open be- 
tween friendly nations.

EXAMINATION. 


SPECIAL AGENT IS AT WORK 


Will No Doubt Visit Home of Applicants 


and Question Them—Ten in Racine De- 


sire Final Documents, Four of Them 


Being Saloon Keepers Who Desite to 


Obtain Liquor Licenses. 


It is expected that the ten men who 


have made application for second citi- 
zen's papers in the circuit court will 
nave to pass through a personal examin- 
ation before the time set for their reg- 
ular examination which is the 20th of 
April at the regular April term of the 
circuit court. This belief comes through 
the report from Kenosha to the effect 
that a special agent of the department 
of justice is now in that city making ri 
preliminary examination of twelve appli- 
cants in that city. The hearing there 
takes place on the fourth Monday in 
March in the circuit court and before 
that time each of the twelve men will 
have been put through a hard test by 
the special agent, P. J. O'Brien. The ex- 
aminations which have been held in this 
city under the new law were conducted 
by" Attorney Kattell of Chicago, but it 
is" expected that Mr. O'Brien will be here 
within a few days and examine the local 
applicants in preparation for the regular, 
examination in April. 


Visits the Homes. 


Since Mr. O'Brien arrived in Kenosha 


he has been busily engaged in calling on. 
•the applicants and preparing them for 
the final test. He has visited some of 
the applicants at their homes, and will 
no doubt do the same in the balance of 
the cases as well as in Racine should he 
be delegated to come here. He is one 
of six examiners who have charge of all 
the states in the Union, and they have 
been kept very busy since the new law 
went into effect. It is expected that he- 
will give the applicants a preliminary 
test and report his result to the court 
at the time set for the final one. They 
will also be given an opportunity, in that 
way, to "brush" up a little on the ques- 
tions which they were unable to answer 
as in the case of a Kenshoa man who 
stated that the constitution, of the Unit- 
ed States was something a man acquir- 
ed after he was married.

items, by ' means of our tariff schedules. 
Instead of our making use of Canadian

"The pure food law .does not .empower 


anyone .to make arbitrary rulings not 
affecting the •\\-holesomeness and purity 
of a food product. The effort to secure 
the passage by congress of this right to 
make "rulings'" was defeated. .Congress, 
was willing to permit the pure food law 
to stand as it was written, and congress 
meant that it should be enforced in the 
interest of. the people and'not be used to 
the injury of our industries. The Spice 
Mill, ft trade journal, complains that the 
efforts of the food and drug officials 
seem to be confined almost exclusively 
"to objecting to and upsetting every an- 
cient, innocent, harmless trade practice 
in the preparation of pure food products 
aga'in.sl which some fanatical, imaginary, 
hygienic,- ov ultra-ethical fault can be 
thought of." H refers to absurd rulings 
of I lie food inspectors regarding artificial 
coloring of flavoring extracts, which have 
necessitated the printing of millions of 
new labels that really appear to con- 
form fully with the law. 11 is asserted 
that the rules with reference to the man- 
ufacture of whiskey are such that what 
the department at Washington insists on 
labeling as pure whiskey is rea'.ly that 
which contains the largest quantity of 
deadly fiucl oil. Manufacturers of cat- 
sup, engaged in xn industry which has 
grown to he a very large business among 
farmers of the. country, rind it impossi- 
ble properly to preserve this table deli- 
cacy under'Dr. Wiley's rulings. The ex- 
tent to which these operate to retard 
business is hardly conceivable. 


"It is not surprising that the storm of 


wrath mid indignation gathering _ ever 
since the question has arisen, not of pure 
food, but of some one's right to make ar- 
bitrary 
"rulings" about non-essential 


matters, has at last necessitated the in- 
terference of the president for the pro- 
leclion of Ihe public.

The present suit of the government 


against the Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific roads for a separation of inter- 
ests, and resolving back into the original 
competitive .separate entities has occa- 
sioned an examination into stock inter- 
ests owned by one road into another. 
The devices in which several. men or 
great interests have been enabled to con- 
trol the methods of other interests, of 
late years has been-through the process 
pf partial ownership. It is evident that 
for instance Mr. Harriman owning as it, 
is stated he doee, $10,000,000 of the stock 
of the Sana Fe, though a minority in- 
terest, it must-be--the-large block of 
ctock of course that, gives him an influ- 
ence, that necessarily assists his inter- 
ests'in competing lines as the Union and 
Southern 
Pacific, since all three run 


across the center of the country to the 
Pacific. 


I'C'KK FOODS AND THE LABEL

IS MADE BY REP. MORSE. 


(By T. W. Brahnny.) 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Representa- 


tive Morse yesterday' made a favorable 
report from "the committee on Indian af- 
fairs on Senator La Toilette.'* bill relat- 
ing to the cutting of timber on Indian 
reservations in Wisconsin. As passed by 
the senate the bill applied to all reser- 
vations in Wisconsin, but the house com- 
mittee adopted an amendment limiting 
Ihc scope of legislation to the Menomi- 
nee reservation. Several minor amend- 
ments proposed by Representative Morse 
were accepted. The amended bill pro- 
vides that sawmills shall be built on the 
reservation for manufacturing timber. In 
so far as practicable the secretary of the 
interior is to employ none but .Jl«iomi- 
ncc Indians in logging the timber and 
manufacturing il into lumber. The. In- 
dians are prohibited from entering into 
contracts with white men respecting the 
logging operations or manufacture.' The 
manufactured lumber is to be sold to 
highest bidders and proceeds deposited 
to 
the credit of the tribe. The funds 


necessary to provide roads, erect mills, 
etc., arc to be paid from the tribal funds. 
Among the amendments proposed by 
'Representative Morse is one to author- 
ize the constructing of planing mills.

sents Interesting Case. 


KENOSHA. Feb. 27.—Physicians in 


Kenosha und Chicago have discovered 
an unusual ease in the injuries of Frank- 
Miller a former Milwaukee man, who 
was struck by u train at Silver Lake, 
last Thursday. Miller is now in a Chi- 
cago hospital. It is thought that he will 
recover even though he is one of the 
most broken up men ever taken to a 
hospital. Here is his catalogue of in- 
juries: A fracture of skull, both bones 
in right leg broken above ankle, one 
hone "in right foot broken, right arm 
broken, left leg broken near knee, both. 
collar bones broken, right shoulder crush- 
ed, two bones in right hand broken. Mil- 
ier has been conscious once since his in- 
jury.

pects to be joined within a few days by 
\V. G. Royci of Chicago, who holds a 
•imilar position as inspector for the in- 
surance companies. 


Will Report Conditions. 


The two men will examine and classi- 


fy the big risks in the city and will 
make other reports embodying all mat- 
ters of interest to the home offices of 
the insurance companies. Mr. Young is 
decidedly in favor of a wife inspector 
and declared the establishment of such 
an office would have an immediate ef- 
fect in the tendency to lower insurance 
rates.

Whiskey in Moderation 
Gives Man 


Help to "Sissy." 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—A man who 


never takes a drink of whisky is a molly- 
coddle, according to Dr. H, W. Wiley, 
pure food expert of the department of 
agriculture. 


It will be a sorry'day for this coun- 


try of ours, the head of Uncle Sam's 
poison squad thinks, if booze is banished 
from its domain. Instead of a nation 
of doers, the country then would be a 
supine, weak affair. without the back- 
bone of a gnat. 


In other words, the man who investi- 


gates the poisons dishonest people put 
into foods designed for saJe thinks a 
good stiff drink is a mighty good thing 
now and then for the man- who is in- 
clined to be a '-sissy." 


When a boy has been 
tied to 
his 


mother's apron strings during most of 
the time since he knew anything prefers 
a page of Robert Browning to the sport- 
ing section, shudders a little when he 
hears a good lively line of swear words 
and blushes at the telling of a risque 
yarn Dr. Wiley thinks there is some- 
thing the matter with him. 


He has a remedy, too. The old-fash- 


ioned schoolmaster would prescribe get- 
ting the alleged 
mollycoddle righting 


mad by giving him an "all-fired good 
licking," and then having him- lose all 
his effeminate ideas in fighting back. 


But Dr. Wiley's idea is simpler yet 


and not nearly so much trouble.

would have the young man drink whis- 
ky, not for his stomach's sake, but to 
give him nerve, self-reliance, and 
all 


that sort of thing. 
. "Whisky, is excessively good, for the 
alimentary secretions," said Dr. Wiley in 
an address to the- University club on 
"Heredity and Environment." 


"The effect of an absolutely prohibi- 


tion environment on the man who never 
took a drink would be to make him more 
of a mollycoddle," he added.

der, Who Declares He Did Not Kill a 


Brakeman. 


Guy H. Jones, an 'attorney' from Tus- 


cola, 111., was -in the city yesterday, 
looking after evidence that may save a 
man from being sent to'prison for'life, 
or hung, on, a charge, of. murder. 


The name of the man, according to the- 


statement of' Attorney Jones,- is Dan 
Ryan, an .Irishman about 27 years old. 
Ryan claim's'that he is innocent of the 
crime, that of killing a' railway braka- 
man at or near Tuscola, in the year n£ 
1902, and told a story of how he was in 
Racine, or left here the. day before the 
man was killed. 


Police records show that Dan Sullivan 


served rive days in the county jail, hav- 
ing been arrested and sent up Septem- 
ber (i, 1902 and that he was again ar- 
rested September 13, on charge of vag- 
rancy and served five days in jail. 
At 


that .time, he was selling shoe strings. 


Ryan .says that he took -the name of 


Sullivan then and that he was arrested 
by former Policeman Pedersen, who now 
resides at Racine Junction. Mr. Peder- 
sen readily remembered the arrest and 
when (jhown a picture of Ryan or Sul- 
livan, readily recognized it as the man 
he arrested. 


Wanted as Witness. 


Attorney. Jones .states that 
Ryan 


claims he took a, freight train out of Ra- 
cina, at Racine Junction, on the morning 
of. September 17, 1902 and that Police- 
man Pedersen saw him when he left; 
tliait he was a hundred miles away from 
Taacola, III., on the 18th of September 
when .some person • killed a. brakeman, 
said brakeman having, ejected- the par- 
ty from a train. Notwithstanding, Ry- 
an was indicted and held for the mur- 
der. Policeman Pedersen, while lie re- 
membered Ryan or Sullivan well, could 
hardly swear that he saw the man take 
a, train and leave here on September 17, 
1902, but that could have been so. At- 
torney Jones took the deposition of Mr; 
Pedersen und also a. copy of the records 
of the conviction of Ryan, under the 
name of Dan Sullivan and later the ex- 
policeman may be called to Tuacola us 
a witness. The trial of Ryan will take 
place this month. 


He Escapes Jail. 


Attorney Jones said that Ryan was a 


regular hobo and undoubtedly a thief, 
but he was confident that he did not 
commit the murder, because it would 
not have been possible for him to have 
reached that place at the time of the 
crime, if it can be proven that'he did 
not get out of Racine until the 17th 
of September. 


Ryan, 
while 
in jail awaiting trial, 


broke out and escaped. 
He went over 


into the state of Missouri where he 
stole a very valuable collection of old 
and rare coins. At the time there was 
a standing reward of $500 for his cap- 
ture, offered by Illinois officers. 
Mis- 


souri officers caught hirii and he was 
taken back to Tuscola.

Socialism has made tre- 
mendous strides in every Christian'coun- 
try and the end is not yet. 


"Manhattan island is more and more 


the Paris of pleasure seekers and the 
London of business; it is more and more 
a. foreign city. Of our 2,500,000 popula- 
tion, the Roman Catholic church - claims 
930,000, there are at least 800,000 non- 
Christians, leaving a proteatant remnant 
of only 720,000 which is 50,000 less than 
it was twenty years, ago. Only the smal- 
lest fraction of these 720,000 nominal 
protestants have any connection with the 
churches." 


Although a late New York' decision 


declnrcd the 1905 law unconstitutional 
•which established a state commission 
to regulate gas and electric charges, it 
did not involve the Hughes commission 
law which based upon the principle tliat 
the legislature can delegate the ' rate- 
lixing power.
